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HE Book here preſented to the 
NE WA Publick, was what Dr. Paul Her- 
man, Profeſſor of Botany in Leyden, 
ESZ2z9R| dictated to his Students, whilſt he 
taught them the Materia Medica. 

HE was readily allow'd the Prince of Bota- 
niſts of his Time; the Reſpect that was faid to 
| Have been ſhew'd him whilſt at Verſailles, mult 
> convince Mankind what Eſteem he was in a- 
mongſt the higheſt Rank of Princes; for Story 
Joes, that whilſt he viſited this Palace, Orders 

were given for the Waters to play; this being 
an unuſual Favour to any but Princes, it was 
= ask'd, what Prince was preſent ; to which An- 
wer was given, that the Prince of Bataniſis was 
there: Without depending on the Truth of this 

Relation, his Travels into foreign Countries, his 
2 Labours and Pains to collect new Plants and to 
2 Aligelt the old, are plain Proofs of his Induſtry 
in this Part of Phyſick. A Man muſt truly be 
an Love with a Science, who ſeeks no Profit 
from his Reſearches, and who neglects his Fa- 
mily to ſerve the Pablick ; how far this was the 
Caſe of this great Man appears from a Publica- 
= tion of his Paradiſus Batavus done for the fake 
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GRrAT Pains have been taken, that the 
Tranſcript ſhou'd be as perfect as can be at this 
Diſtance of Time; becauſe it is compil'd and 
collected carefully from the Dictates of one of his 
Students twice tranſcrib'd, which were caſually 
lodg'd in private Hands ever ſince the Doctor's 
Death; and as there were Hopes, that they 
wou'd have been publiſh'd during his Lite- time, 
no Attempt to have prevented him cou d be par- 
donable; and as after his Death freſh Hopes 
were given us, that they wou'd ſhortly ſee Bay, 
then allo it wou'd have been unjuſt to have gone 
about a Work, which was really another's Proper- 
ty, and which wwou'd have had the Character of 
the Author's finiſhing Hand : But as the Work 
happen d hitherto to be buried in Oblivion, nor 
was it cver likely to appear; it cou'd not, on 
that Suppoſition, I hope, be deem d an Inva- 
ſion on any one, to publiih it in the Manner it 
was handed down to his Fun ; for, be it how 
it will, T think, I may lafely ſay, if I have any 
Skill in this Part of Phylick, it is the moſt fi- 
niſh'd and moſt perfect Picce of any I have yet 
ſeen, - 

HE recites both the Ancients and Moderns 
for the Virtues he aſſigus, and he every where 

makes judicious Remarks upon their Uſes, 
which is a high Recommendation to the Work : 
None leſs vers'd than the Doctor cou'd have 


made ſuch Obſervations, and were there no other 
Proof, that this Work was the Produce of his 


Own Brain, the Judgment made on the Materials 
wou'd convince me it was Dr. Herman's Work. 
IT have perys'd both the Manuſcripts and 
Tranſlation ; and tho* the Tranſlator has nei- 2 
ther obſery'd the Order they were plac'd in, 4 
nor been too 1dolatrous in Engliſhing the Work; $ 
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The PREFACE. vii 
yet nothing has been omitted in the Tranſla- 
tion, which was in the Original, and this Ne- 
glect will prove of better Service to the Rea- 
ders; becauſe in Schools Repetitions for the 
ſake of Pupils are very uſual, and Queſtions 
ask'd of the Profeſſors do alſo occaſion Repe- 
titions, which never anſwer the End of Pub- 
liſhers nor Readers; and ſaving thele Tauto- 
logies, you have the Author's Thoughts. 

I muſt confeſs, the Deſign tallied ſo much 
with my Courſe of Materia Medica, that I was 
fond of having the Work publiſh'd at any Rate, 


3 and did therefore preſs the Bookſeller to ac- 
= cept of it. It is not poſſible for me, nor is it 


requiſite to deſcend to all Particulars and to all 
Ingredients; thoſe are to be conſulted at Lei- 
ſure in proper Authors, and I know none I 
ſhall ſooner adviſe to conſult than this Work, 
and an Abſtract which I ulually give the Pupils 
to write out. Nothing better, or more naturally 
follows a general Courſe which is the chief Part 
of this Study, than a Detail of Particulars, and 
Dr. Herman's anſwers this End. 

IT is Matter of Wonder, how Dr. Herman's 
Materia Medica came not to appear before this 
Date, after we had been promis'd it from 
Dr. Sherrard ;, for in the Paradiſus Batavus, 
which the Dr. was ſo kind as to publiſh for 


the ſake of the Widow, Mention is made 


that that Work wou'd foon be publiſh'd ; but as 
that Promiſe was not fulfilld, nor was there any 
Reaſon to believe it ever wou'd, I therefore did 
venture to publiſh it, as it was copied from his 
publick and private Colloquies and Diſcourſes ; 
and if what one Herman declares bear any Reſem- 
blance to Truth, The Copy and Original, having 


now compar'd ſome Heads together, differed in- 
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ofs, than I was afraid they wou'd; for there 
never was heap'd up ſuch an inelegant, injudi- 
cious Collection of Preſcriptions as this Herman's 
Manuſcript contains; which, therefore, are to be 
caſtrated or quite omitted, if ever it be commit- 
ted to the Preſs, if they wou'd fave the ſuppos'd 
or real Author's Credit; and there js, moreover, 


{o great an Omiſſion of the uſetul Obſervations; 


which Mine contains, that I wiſh for nothing 
more than that it ſhou'd appear; from which we 
may infer, that to omit good Remarks, and to 
inſert inclegant Preſcriptions are but ſorry Signs 
of an Original: For my own Part, I did not 


ſtand in need of calling in any Aff ſtant to 3 


me out in publiſhing any of my Thoughts, an 

it cou'd not be ſuppos'd I wou'd aſcribe a Work 
to myſelf, which I really receiv'd from another, 
and feat of all was it my Inclination to invade 


any Man's Property : But now the Die is caſt, 


he declares it is not Hcrmar's, and J difown it as 
mine: They are, indeed, the Notes of an ingenious 
Phyſician, which were taken from Dr. Hermans 
Mouth ; and, as far as I compar'd, it happens 
that the Dictates do excel the ſuppos'd Original. 
Such is the Fate of the World, that Pupils do 
often excel their Maſters in good Senſe and Dic- 
tion; be this how it may, I do averr the Book 
to be a good one, and can vouch for the Virtues 
aſſign'd from my own Experience; it may ſtand 
the Teſt of all, but more eſpecially of ſuch ob- 


cure Mortals, as deſpiſe the few below them, 


and envy the vaſt Crowds that ſtand above them. 


This Part of Phyſick, if we abſtratt from a re- 


fin'd Rationale, is ſo caſy for Pupils to take Re- 
marks of in a perfect Manner, that the leaſt ca- 


pable « cannot miſtake in Writing them down very 
d . 


eed; but fo, that the Publick will be leſs at à 
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exactly from a Profeſſor's Mouth; and in this 
Caſe a Copy and an Original cannot differ at all: 
Wherefore the Policy of a Profeſſor lies in alte- 
ring the Order every Year, which is a Circum- 
ſtance not material; and what Difficulty, I pray, 
is there in comprehending when a certain Drug 
is ſaid to be good in a Head-Ach, given in a 
certain Liquor, to a certain Doſe? And this is 
really the whole of our common Materia Me- 
dica's Abroad. 

I think, it can no where be equall'd, becauſe 
it does not only remark upon the Plants them- 
ſelves, but here is given a Detail of the Roots, 
Seeds, Flowers, Fruits, Barks, Woods, and of 
every Part belonging to the Materia Medica; ſo 
that there is little remarkable in the vegetable, 
mineral or animal Kingdom, but what he has 
deſcended to take Notice of, and has tolerably 


* accounted for the Operations and Virtues they 
enjoy. We may ſay that Plants have certain and 


ſpecifick Virtues, but we muſt prove what we 
fay; and chymical Analyſis is one of the ſureſt 
Baſes to proceed on to diſcover the Textures of 
Drugs. This he has all along inſiſted on, and 
from thence he has reaſonably ſettled the Vir- 
tues of all contain'd in the Work. I believe, I 
am not miſtaken, if I affirm Dr. Herman to 
have been the firſt, who attempted this Me- 
thod; and whoever has follow'd the ſame, have 


copied after this learned Profeſſor. There are 
ſome, who rejett all Reaſoning in Phyſick, and 


mock at any Rationale on Drugs or Diſeaſes, 
they patroniſe Experience only: It is certainly 
right to rely on Experience, but what is more 
fallacious? Men of Experience are the moſt rea- 
dily, and the moſt frequently deceiv'd of all Man- 
kind ; they depend upon Analogy or a 
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for their ſole Guide, this Caſe ſeems to be like 
the Caſe of ſuch a Patient, ſay they, and ſuch was 
cur'd by ſuch Meaſures ; and the Procedure proves 
as dangerous, as the Miſtake proves of more or 
leſs Conſequence ; and without narrowly exami- 
— every Circuniſtance, there can be no Cure 
made, and this Indolence can never be enough 
exploded. By this Method it is, that old Practi- 
tioners pretend to a Superiority over their Bet- 
ters: Ihe true Phylician is he who has modelPd 
his Experience into a Rationale, ſuch a Man 
can never fail of Succeſs, but where the Parts 
are irrecoverable. 
100 deſcend to a particular Fxplanition on 
the Virtues of Drugs, or to a Detail on 
each Claſs, wou'd be too extenſive for a Pre- 
face, a Volume is little enough for that Pur- 
pole but, in general, Virtues depend on the 
Texture or ſubltantial Form, on chymical Prin- 
ciples and on the mechanical Affections jointly 
that is, on the eſſential Properties of Bodies, 
on their Species, and on Matter with its Attri- 
butes, namely, Gravity, Attraction, Magni- 
tude, Figure, Motion, Situation, and the reſt. 
Theſe are the compleat Alrbaber, by which all 
Phznomena in Nature are ſpelt and explain'd, 
and to fay the Truth, the chymical Principles 
themſelves don't act, but by their Figure, their 
Situation, their Motion, and their other me- 
_ chanical Properties : : and we may therefore ac- 
knowledge theſe as the firſt Occaſion of the 
Virtues of Medicines. Tt is however certain, 
that each of theſe Principles do conſtantly en- 
joy a ſet Number and a determinate Quantity 
of theſe mechanical Affections, which make the 
Virtues of all of them analogous to each other 
for the moſt Fart; , becauſe ſome of them 4 
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act, in ſome Points, differently, tho' apparently 
the ſame in all Reſpects as far as we can diſ- 
cover; and this is the Reaſon, why ſome are 
x faid to att ſpecifically in many Caſes, as ſhall be 
FX obſerv'd anon: For Example, all volatile Spi- 
rits agree in atrenuating Viſcidities, in corrett- 
ing Acidities, in thinning Oils, in ſtimulating 
the Solids, and in returning a due Elaſticity to 
them, where Acids have made them too rigid; 
bu then there are found by Experience ſome 
Effects by which we readily ſee that ſome of 
them excel others of that Kind, and in parti- 
cular, we find, that the Spirit of human Blood 
exceeds Spirit of Urine in curing Epilepſies 
that Mercury has an Effect of curing the vene- 
real Acid, better than any other Metallick we yet 
know; that the Woods, of Guaiacum eſpecially, 
correct the Faults impreſs'd on the Fibres by 
Mercury, better than any other Vegetables yet 
) © diſcover'd: What do we diſcover in the Peru- 
via n Bark, either by Analyſis or Synthefis, which 
gives it the Pre-eminence over Chamomile Flow- 
ers, Salt of Wormwood, Riverius's Secret of Salt 
of Tartar in Water, or of any other Febrifuge ; 
and which makes it ſo ſure in its Effects, and fo 
much relied on, above all others ? We find Earth 
in all theſe, and we alſo find a fixt Salt in them; 
we explain their Effects in the ſame Manner we 
do thoſe of the Bark, but yet we find the Bark 
more ſure and ſteady in curing periodical Diſor- 
ders, than any one of theſe! Whercfore we may 
ſafely affirm, that ſome Drugs are more effectual 
againſt ſome Caſes, than their Lites. J wou'd 
dot be miſtaken in what I ſay; there are ſome fo 
pragmatick, that they will prefer their Choice of 
gan analogous Medicine to other Preſcribers, and 
by their unparallell'd Aſſurance often foiſt up- 
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on the Patients and Phyſicians attending them; 


their ill-choſen Secrets, as Specificks, by which 
they gain their Point, becauſe if the Patients 
recover, nothing cou'd have done ſuch Feats, 
but their Sectet. I am far from meaning ſuch 
contemptible Specificks, I ſpeak of ſuch as have 
undergone the Teſt, of ſuch as ſeldom, or 
never fail upon Experience: It is certain, that 
Medicines of one and the ſame Claſs do differ 
from each other in the Concentration of their 
Salts and Oils, in the Diſpoſition of their Prin- 
ciples, in the Gravity of Parts, in Hardneſs, 
and other mechanical Affections, which, tho 
we are ſure the Difference conſiſts in ſome one 
or more of theſe, we have not thoroughly exa- 
min'd into. And as the calual Diſcoveries of 
the Virtues of Medicines are much eaſter to 
Practitioners, than ſweating over Particulars, 
we may never arrive at; the Gentlemen of the 
Faculty are contented to reaſon by Analogy, 
and to try thoſe Drugs which are found to 
have eminent Virtues by analyſing them, and 
by compounding them, or blending them with 
other Materials to make them confeſs their 
Principles and their Properties: Our Senſes 
make us Maſters of their ractile Qualities, whe- 
ther they be hard, ſoft, heavy, ſonorous, co- 
lour'd, ſharp, pungent, bitter, fragrant or fetid, 
_ elaſtick, cohæſive, hot, cold, dry, moiſt, fixt, 


volatile, corroſive, thick, thin, cylindrical, point- 


ed, cubical, quickly, or flowly extricable, and 
ſuch like; and our Underſtanding enables us to 
draw Conſequences from the preceding Heads, 
It wou'd ſeem a Paradox to affirm that Paper 


was made by Motion, till we come to fay, 


as Mr. Keill obſerves, that from Motion ariſes

Heat; from Heat proceeds Vapours; from Va- 
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The PREFACE. ii 
pours, Rain; from Rain, a watering the Seeds; 
from Watering, Plants grow; from the Plant of 
Linſeed is made Thread; from Thread, Cloth; 
and from Cloth, Paper. Upon one Head a 
great many fine Deduttions depend, and a ſmall 
XZ Pilcovery grows very bulky in its Conſequence: 
Phyſick owes infinite Thanks to common Ob- 
'Z ſervers of Nature, but when Men of Parts 
Z pique themſelves upon Reſearches, the World 
Z owes them infinite Benefactions, tho' their uſual 
Z Reward reaches no higher than Veneration; 
this being a Seaſon, where good Actions re- 
ward themſelves. Hence in the main, the Vir- 
tues of Drugs depend on a ſet Number of 
Bodies cloath'd with ſtated Properties, which 
are their mechanical Affections. In the Sequel, 
you will perceive this often clear'd up; and a

IT muſt be confeſs d the Dr. has heap'd up a 
great many Particulars not us'd in preſent Prac- 
> tice; however he can't be blam'd for this Di- 
ligence and Knowledge: I believe, whoever 
views our Shop Files will find little Occaſion 
for a thouſandth Part of the Knowledge of the 
Materia Medica he has here advanc'd; ſo little 
= Variety in Preſcription fails of Sufficiency , 
however elegant and neat it may appear. It is 
hardly credible, that ſuch Crouds of Diſeaſes 
= thou'd be taken off by ſo ſcanty an Apparatus; 
2 young Men, indeed, will have no Reaſon to be 
2 territy'd at a Study, where ſo ſmall a Stock of 
Drugs ſerves all the Demands of Practice; 
>» fince running a few Changes ſerves their 'Turn, 
= there is an intire Diſcouragement for Appli- 
2 cation. In Morals, Epifetus tells us that the

Matter whether it be juſtly accommodated : 
But alas ! Ts there not an Account to be gi- 
ven to a future BEING? Are Circumſtan- 
ces attending always uniform? Will Bliſters 
and teſtaceous Medicines always anſwer our 
Ends in all various Fevers? Muſt not the 


Means anſwer to the producing Cauſes? Muſt - 


not the Remedies indicated bear an exact Cor- 
reſpondence with the Agents? Is there fo thin 


a Partition between Phyſicians: and Pretenders ? 3 


When Men tell us, that one Sheet will con- 
tain all that's neceſſary to Practice, it is to b 
hop'd, they are ſo modeſt, as to make this A.- 
fertion on themſelves only, and then the better 
Part of laborious and ſtudious Mankind will ne- 
ver diſpute the Matter with them; for what 
Reaſon is there to call Men to Queſtion about 


what only concerns themſelves; J believe, it 7 
wou'd be both more honeſt and more politick 


to be better, if not thronghly vers'd in the > 
whole Materia Medica; and if young Phyſici- 
ans ſet out with this Deſign, there eannot be 

. , PT found 
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ound a Book more copious or inſtructive than 


theſe Sheets of Dr. Her man's. 
Ix is however true, that there remains a 
great Deal to be ſaid on the Rationale of Me-

dicines, which will be the more refm'd, the 


more we know of the Materials of Phyſick. 


Trial alone enriches this Part of our Profeſ- 
#fion : Experiments bring the only Lights we 


expect to introduce a true Rationale; without 
them it is in vain to attempt to reaſon on the 
various Phenomena of Nature; to aſſert a Sen- 


timent without torturing Nature for an An- 
ſwer is returning to the old Vomit ; Phyſick 
had ſwallow'd heretofore Hypotheſes very plen- 


tifully, and to run upon them till, is ſettling 
= firm Faith upon Error: There is much greater 
Honour to be gain'd by confeſſing our Igno- 
fance and ſuſpending our Judgment, than to 
make bold and ignorant Aſſertions: Indeed, 


Where Experiments fail us and we are oblig'd 
to act, we are reduc'd to the Streights of fol- 


| Jowing a probable Opinion, out of which how- 
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ever we ought to extricate ourſelves, with our 


Fhole Power, as ſoon as we can. There are 
Plans laid down for our Enquiries, and we ought 
eriouſly to apply to the Work: What can be 


more worth our While than to ſerve our Fel- 
Jow-Creatures, tho” at the Expence of our Lives 
and Fortunes? This Part is far from being 
pet complete, we know a great Deal of it, but 
it is an inexhauſtible Subject. It is a Work of 
Ages to come, ſince new Phenomena will al- 


Pays be occurring to us, either by Chance or 


Induſtry.

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WHro of Old ever dreamt of Gun-Powder, 
the Antients made uſe of all the Ingredients 
for their various Occaſions, but were ignorant 
of their I fle&s when blended together: What 
wou'd not an Alexander or a Ceſar have done, 
if they had been Mafters of this Secret ? Again, 
who till of late ever thought it poſſible to make 
this fame Gun-Powger out of any common In- 
gredient affording Oil? It is then the Buſi- 
neſs of every Phyſician to advance this Know- 
ledge ſo beneficial to Mankind, and ſo ho- 
nourable an Embelliſhment of their own Art. 


This Rationale is grounded upon undeniable 
Facts, and this Part I have reſerv'd for Share 


of my Winter Lectures to entertain young Be- 


ginners with Notions conſonant to Experience, 
to Experiments and to Truth: Drugs have no 
other Effecs upon human Bodies, than they 


have upon each other; there is no Quality in- 
heres in Plants, but what may be explain d to 
common Senſe: Without this Method, our 
Knowledge of the Materia Medica is a mere 
Hear-ſay, and whoever knows not this Method 
is no better than an old Woman. Tz 
I have already ſpoke enough coricerning the 
too narrow Bounds of Ingredients now us'd im 
the Practice; there is a Fault ſeemingly oppo- 
ſite to this; namely, $00 pompous a Method 
of preſcribing : This“ Method, beſides the 
Loathing it gives Patients, has a real Inconve- 
nience following it; that is, it never lets us in- 
to the Secret of what agrees or diſagrees, and 
it never gives us an Inſight into the Remedy, 


that performs the Cure. I believe, I may ſay, 


that ſince Mr. Boyle wrote on ſpecifick Medi- 
eines, more Advancement has been made in 
Phyſick by ſuch as have follow'd his Advice, 
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than had been for ſome Ages before; and we 


may obſerve by Reading that all thoſe able 


Phyſicians, who pertorm'd any notable Cures, 


did it generally with a very {imple Remedy; 


that is, with ſome one vegetable, mineral or 
animal Medicine. So that altho' I wou'd en- 


courage an ample Knowledge in the Materials 


we deal in, yet I wou'd by no Means encon- 
rage Jumbles; but as we know, perhaps, forty 
Medicines equally good, that wou'd anſwer our 
Purpoſe, I wou'd chuſe any one of them to be 
adminiſter d; and by this Means, we ſhou'd 
daily encreaſe in our Certainty, and we ſhou'd 
vary agreeably, and avoid a nauſeous Unitor- 
mity : The only Inconvenience that cou'd at- 
tend it, wou'd be, that it wou'd oblige Phy- 


: ſicians to take Notes and keep Alphabets, which 


wou' d encreaſe our Number of good Obſerva- 


tions, and give the World a juſt Handle for 


praiſing ſuch Diligence, where Poſterity wou'd 
reap the Benefit of their .Labours. 


ONE of the greateſt Difficulties we have in 


Phyſick, is to ſatisfy for the different Virtues of 
different Parts of the fame Plant. The Root ſhall 


purge, whilſt the Leaves are cooling and binding; 
and again it is not a little ſurpriſing, that the ſame 


Parts of the ſame Plants..are fo invariable in 
their Virtues, that they are always of the ſame 


Tafte and do always contain the ſame Prin- 
Ciples : That we give a tolerable Account of 


theſe two Difficulties, it is neceſſary to premiſe 


ſome Obſervables on the Methods of Nature, 
whereby Plants receive their Nouriſhment : In 
this Point there is a great Analogy between 
Animals and Plants; the Aliments in Animals 

1 5 | are 
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are receiv'd by the Mouth, and are circulated 
thro' the whole Body by the ſole Aſſiſtance 
of the Heart; there are different Secretions 
in Animals of very different Natures, namely, 
the Urine is of a bitteriſh, ſaline Taſte ; == 
| Semen is ſmooth, picquant and fetid ; the 
Choler is of a very bitter Taſte; the Sali- 
va is ſmooth ; the Spirits are fetid, and are 
convey'd thro' the Nerves in Lymph : In like 
manner Plants receive their Nourithment from 
the Earth by their Roots, which are their 
Mouths, the Juice aſcends by the Air's Preſ- 
ſure, as thro” a Filtre, into the ſmall Fibres 
of the Plant; they have conveying and re- 
turning Veſſels ; they have pinguiferous Ones 
and a Trachæa to ſuck in Air, which dilates in 
the Day and ſhuts at Night or by Cold; the 
different Taſtes of the different Parts in the 
Plant, ſeem to me to depend upon different 
Degrees of Circulation and Digeſtion in each 


different Part; and as this Circulation and Di- 


geſtion are conſtant in one and the fame Plant, 

it follows neceſſarily that the Taſte, Principles 
and their Virtues therefore are ſtable and in- 
variable; how far this may depend upon the 
different Configurations, of the ſame Plants; 
or indeed, how far this Reaſoning in the whole 
may be conſonant to Truth, I neither prels it, 
nor 40 I expect I ſhall have reaſon'd ſo as not 
to be paſt Controul ; I ſpeak conjecturally of a 
Fatt, which we all know: Some, perhaps, may 
imagine a different Structure of the Pores in 


the Fibres of the Plant; others may preſs for 


an Admiſſion of certain Particles and an Ex- 
cluſion of others, as it has heretofore been ar- 
gu'd ; namely, that/ Bile is ſeparated _— 
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Gall Bladder from the Acini of the Liver, be 
cauſe, like a Filtre, ſuch Parts being us'd to 
be ſeparated that Way before, there is an ea- 
ſier Admiſſion of ſimilar Particles. 


I have made bold to add Annotations in 
ſome Places, to the Original deliver'd me to 
reviſe ; which, I hope, will be of ſome Uſe to 
the Readers; inaſmuch as they clear up ſome 
Diſputes on the Particulars mention'd, or how- 
ever ſome Virtues are made plainer thereby.

r nour of their Knowledge at fo eaſy a Rate, do U 
4 reap their Demerits, for ſigning their own Dil- 
grace: Where there is a real Difference of 
Sentiments, and great Good is expected from a 
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Change of Intentions, then is there afforded a 
large Field of Civil Diſpute, and here alſo 
Courage is neceſſary to withſtand a Current of 
pretended Experience, which too too often 
proves a vulgar Error, conſidering the Capacity 
and little Application of the Perſons thus pru- 
ding it over ſome cowardly Mortals. 


To be ſerviceable to Mankind Learning is 
preferable to Wit: This is fitter for Converſa- 
tion and light Entertainment, but that is pro- 
per for the Cabinet; ſoothing and curing a Di- 
ſtemper are not univocal Words: Wit is too 
volatile to wait for Events, but Learning is 
the beſt Introduction to a patient Enquiry. 
The Man of Application is curious and grap- 


ples with Difficulties readily, and unravels them 
with Faſe. 


As to the Work, I believe it highly uſe- 
ful to young Beginners in Practice, and thoſe 
more adyanc'd need not be aſham'd to peruſe 
it upon Emergencies : My ſettled Opinion is, 
that it will anſwer the Ends the Tranſlator has 
propos'd : However ſo far J do rely on it, as 
to adviſe its Peruſal by ſuch as honour me 
with their Attendance: in the Winter Seaſon. 
It fully ſexves as an Illuſtration, as far as it 
goes, to my Lectures of the Materia Medica, 
J cannot deny that ſome Things are wanting, 
which, if added, wou'd make the Deſign com- 
pleat; which, when Leiſure allows, and further 
Experiments have been made, may perhaps 
ſee Light.

LTH O' the skilſul Author of 
theſe following Sheets be very ex- 
act in deſcribing his Simples, and 
in giving a Detail of their Vir- 
tues, deducted from their Princi- 
ples; and altho' this be fatisfa- 
tory to Men of Practice, who ſet no Price upon 
Mode, but weigh the Truths advanced; yet 
the Change of Philoſophy has rendered a Work 
of this Nature not quite fo palatable to the 77- 
r0's of Phyſick, who are very apt to diſtaſte at 
the ſame Sentiments expreſſed in any other Terms 
than the moſt modern: For this Reaſon I be-

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lieved it would not be taken amiſs, if a ſhort 
Diſcourle were prefixed to the Work, that all 
may be equally pleaſed with this their Entertain- 
ment, and may be informed to dreſs up their 
Thoughts in what Language they find moſt 
agreeable to their Hearers. 


IN order to compaſs this Deſign, I ſhall pre- 
mile ſome {few Obſervables, which cannot readi- 
ly fall into the Body of this Rationale. 


IN our Inquiries into natural Cauſes, we muſt 
conſider, whether the Search be concerning 
Things or their Actions; if concerning the for- 
mer, then do we ask after their E/ence, after their 
eſential and adventitious Qualities. For Exam- 
ple, If we take the Eſeuce of Matter into our 
Conſideration, we ſhall find that Extenſion is that 
Eſſence; becauſe, take away Extenſion, Quan- 
tity, Bulk, or Body, from Matter, and we loſe 
all Notion of Matter; and once ſuppoſe that Ex- 
tenſion in Being, then do we conceive Matter 
to exiſt: If we take the e/entiul or univerſal 
Properties, Qualities, Aſfections, Faculties, Paſ- 
fions or Powers; (for all theſe Names denote one 
and the ſame Thing) under Conſideration, then 
do we find, that Gravity, Motion, Diviſtbiligy, 
Figure and Impenetrability, (whoſe particular 
Qualities are, Texture, Order, Poſition, and 
Diſtance) are ſuch eſſential Powers of Matter; 
becauſe they neecflarily depend upon Extenſion, 
and preſuppoſe it. Laftly, If we enquire into 
the accidental or adventitious Properties or Qua- 
lities of Matter, we ſhall be informed very rea- 
dily what they are; for whatever Quality, Mat- 
ter may ſubſiſt without, is called accidental; 
rn op be. | Matter 
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Matter is neither eſſentially hot, cold, or colour- 
ed: Iron, for Example, is Iron ſtill, whether 
heated or cool'd, whether ſuſpended in Liquor, 

or precipitated from it: From this general In- 
quiry into Matter, we ſhall ſhew you below, 


what Uſe it may be of to medical Inquiries. 


IF we enquire into Actions or Operations, we 
are then to take into Conſideration the Powers or 
Faculties, the Actions themſelves, their Root, and 
the Modus of Action. For Example, When we 
think of Reſpiration, we conſider it as a Power 
which is exerciſed by Animals from the Struc- 


ture of the Part: Animality is here the Root 
of this Action, becauſe nothing, beſides Animals, 
| breathes. The Power is the Capacity there is 


in Animals to breathe, which flows from this, 
that as an Animal, there is a Faculty of Re- 
ſpiration. The Action, or actual Reſpiration, is 
an accident flowing from the Power; an Acci- 
dent, I ſay, becauſe the Power may never be 
put into Action: As to the Modus of this Acti- 
on, it ariſes from the Conſideration of the Stru- 
cture of the Breaſt and Lungs, of the Contents 


of our Veſſels, of the Circulation of the Heart, 


and of the Air. In Actions, we always know 


the Power from the Actions of that Power, but 


we often know nothing of the Textures or Modes 


of theſe Powers and Actions: For Example, 
Me know the attractive Power of the Load - ſtone, 


and if we approach it with Iron, it then exer- 
ciſes its Power, or it then is in Action, whilſt 


we are entirely ignorant of the internal Structure 


or Texture of this Stone, as we muſt acknow- 
ledge we are in the Manner of its acting, becauſe 
there are almoſt inſuperable Difficulties againſt

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ſubſtantial or material EHuvia. Again, we 
know the Power and Action, and ſome- 
times the Manner of AQion of Bodies, but 
are not at all informed of the Texture of ſome

per Remarks on the mechanick Principles of Bo- 
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Philoſophers ſay, with Quantity, that is, as it is 
extended and bulky; and altho' all this Matter, 
of which 1 now ſpeak, is eſſentially extended; 
yet all Extenſions are not Matter, otherwiſe void 
Spaces, Angles, Modes, Shadows, Surfaces, 
Lines and Points, calld Mathematical, would 
properly be called Matter ; whereas, they are 
only and really accidental Modes : For Example, 
An Angle is an Inclination of one Line towards 
another, but this Inclination does not compoſe 
the Body that inclines; however it has real 
Properties, diſtindt from Matter, as all know. 
Bodies, thus extended, are divided into Solids 
and Fluids: A Solid Body is that which has an 
nnequal Surface, which touches in many 
Points; and the more Points they touch in, the 
more ſolid is that Body reputed to be: A Fluid 
Body, that is, a Body which yields and gives 
ready Way when touched, is a Body compoſed 
of circular Corpuſcles; and as Circles are the 
Meaſure of Contact in other Bodies, the more 
Bodies recede from being circular, they touch in 
more Points; ſo that Fluids are reputed Circu- 
lar, and Solids, Cubical, in their Surfaces. It 
would ſeem a Parodox to affirm, that the com- 
ponent Parts of Fluids are ſolid; but as Water 


23 itſelf is incompreſſible into a narrower Compals, 
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bly, that it is rarely ſymbolical or alike in all 


by the ſtrongeſt Efforts of Art, and as its Change 
of Surface into another Figure makes it into a 
Solid, we need have no Doubt of the Truth of 
this Aſſertion. I here conſider Extenſion in all 
its various Lights, and to this is referred the 
Difference of the Pores in all Bodies, ſome of 
which are vaſtly more large than others. This 
Matter differs in various Subjects, ſo innumera-

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Particulars, in two Bodies; becauſe in ſome it 
is hard, in others light, in others ductile, and 
_ varies ſo much in Singulars or Individuals, that 
this Variety is the Source and Origin of the va- 
rious Textures of Bodies: This Matter is alſo 
the Source of theſe Principles, which Phyſicians 
and Chymiſts have denominated Chymical I muſt 
obſerve to you, that the Solidity of any Matter 
35 tolerably gueſs'd at, by its Incapacity of being 
reduced into Powder, tho' a good deal of Pains 
be taken with it to effect it, and by its reſiding 
in a Fluid, for ſome Time, without communi- 
cating any Virtue to that Fluid, or very little at 
leaſt; for if it be equally ſolid every where, the 
Liquor receives little from it, that is, if it is a 
bomogeneal Solid. . 


H a v 1Ns flightly touched upon Extenſion, 
or on Matter, I ſhall allo briefly run over its 
eſſential Properties, among the firſt and chief of 
Which I repute Gravity in its full Extent, whe- 
ther in Deſcents, Compreſſions, or its other Ef- 
fects, which is divided into the Power and Acti- 
on: The Power of itſelf is a Tendency towards 
the Centre of the Earth, and the Action or Ex- 
erciſe of this Power, is an actual Deſcent; or, 
in its Effects, is all that can be compaſſed by 
Weight, Preſſure, Elaſticity, or any ſuch preſ- 
five Force. The Power is called Gravity, and 
its Action is called Gravitation ; and as Gravity, 
with relation to Bodies, is called the Weighis of 
ſuch Bodies; therefore Bodies are weighty in 
Proportion to their Gravity: As then the 
Weights of Bodies are proportionable to the 
Quantity of Matter in them, it follows, that a 
greater Quantity of Matter produces a Far 
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Gravity, and a leſſer, a leſs Gravity; fo that 
Levity is a relative Property, that is, no Body 
is called light, but with Regard to ſome other 


heavier Body to which it is compared ; when- 


ever therefore Bodies grow heavier than they 
were, it muſt neceſſarily be inferred they have 
received ſome additional Matter; and as cal- 
cin'd Bodies grow larger and heavier, it is not 
from their Bulk, but from the Addition of Mat- 
ter they receive from the Fire, that they weigh 
more; they loſe indeed in their /pecifick Gravi- 
ty, but increaſe in their ab/olute : This leads me 
to conſider what is meant by the /pecifick Gravi- 
ty of Bodies: It is Gravity compared with the 
Bulk of any Body; for Example, When we ſay 


that Gold is ſpecifically heavier than Silver, we 


mean that Gold, with reipett to its Bulk, has 
more Gravity than Silver has with reſpe& to its 
Bulk; and it muſt therefore weigh more than Sil- 
ver of the ſame Size does. Denſity is ſpecifick 
Gravity conſidered under a different View; for 
as ſpecifick Gravity is Gravity, ſo Denſity is 
Quantity of Matter in any Body, compared to 
its Bulk; ſo that when I ſay the Earth is den- 
ſer than the Sun, I mean, conſidering their Bulks 
to be equal, the Earth has more Matter in it, in 
the ſame Size or Compaſs, than the Sun has : 
This Denſity of Bodies, or this ſpecifick Gravi- 
ty, may be a little advanced; for Gold, which 
we will ſuppoſe homogeneal, may, by a Ham- 
mer, be made to weigh more ſpecifically, by 


having its Pores made narrower. It is however 
ſtrange, that Gold is compreſſible, whilſt Water 


is not. There is another Conſideration of Gra- 
vity, which we call Re/pe#ive; and this is only

ol that Cheat was made. It may readily be 


proved, that this Gravity, of which I have been 
ſpeaking, is a Power, becauſe Bodies preſs againſt 
any Obſtacle reſiſting their Deſcent, as we all 
feel when we bear Weights. It does ſometimes 
happen indeed, that we are not ſenſible of this 

reſſure, ſo divers don't feel the Weight of Wa- 
ter upon them; nor does a Perfon, holding out 
his Hand extended in the Air, fecl any Load up- 
on his Hand; becauſe in theſe Caſes, the luids 
mentioned preſs equally every where around; 
ſo that the Weight upon the upper Parts are 
reſiſted by the lower, and are repelled by them 
equally, ſo that the Weight upon our Body, and 
that below it, are in æquilibrio; and therefore 
neither is felt. This Power, as to its Cauſe, is 
inexplicable; we don't know, why Bodies ſhould 
tend to the Centre of the Earth, but we know 
they do; we alſo know, that this Power acts 
more vigorouſly in Proportion to its Approach- 
es to the Earth's Centre; and we know, that as 
Bodies are more diſtant from the Earth and its 
Centre, the leſs is Gravitation in a duplicate Pro- 


portion, that is, if the Moon be four Times leſs 


diſtant from the Earth than the Sun, ceteris pa- 
ribus, the Moon will gravitate ſixteen Times 


more than the Sun towards it. This Liffe- 


rence of Gravitation appears in Pendulums, 
which muſt be made ſhorter at the Æquator to 
vibrate a Second, than with us in the oblique 
Sphere of England; becauſe, as Bodies weigh 
leſs there, the Oſcillations will be longer when 
the Pendulum is longer. As I have ſpoke of 
Gravitation, and as Attraction and Gravitation 
are one and the ſame Thing, give me Leave to 


ſpeak of what we mean by Attrachon; Ir is a 


N Ten- 
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Tendency, a Niſus, a Concitus, a gravitating of 
one Body towards another, and without entring 
into its phyſical Cauſe of Impulſe, which I am 
afraid we ſhall never reach; we ſhall not be a- 
ſhamed to refer it into the Almighty's Will at 
the Creation of Matter, who implanted this Pro- 
perty in all Bodies, and all its known Effects. 
I ſhall not affirm this only active Principle to be 
eſſential to Matter, but it is a known Proper- 
ty, and its Laws are conſtant : It is called dM 


cult Quality, becauſe we know nothing of its 


Cauſe; but it is a known and real Property of 
Matter. Without entering into a large Detail of 
its Laws, I ſhall obſerve, that Attraction is al- 
ways proportionable to the Quantity of Matter 
in any Body, or to the Summ of the united For- 
ces of each attracting Particle; and hence it is 
that Acid Salts, T mean the concentrid Salts are 
generally the moſt attractive of all the chymical 
Principles; for in the ſame Bulk they weigh 
conſiderably more than other Bodies do, and are 
therefore the principal Cauſes of Motion among 
Fluids and other Bodies. This Attraction en- 
creaſes with Proximity, and decreaſes with Di- 
ſtancc; ſo that, at a large Diſtance, there will 
be no Attraction or Action; and the nearer Bo- 
dies approach to a Contact, the ſtronger will be 
this Attraction. Suppoſe a Body circular, its 
Attraction within ſuch a Body is in an inverſe 
Proportion to the Diſtance from the Centre of 
that Particle, that is, at a ſmall Diſtance, the 
Attraction will be great, and at a great one, ſmall ; 
and this what we commonly call the Attraction 
of Coheſion: But if we meaſure tlie Attraction 
without the Circle of this Body, then is that 
Body attracted by another in a reciprocal Pro- 
V Portion 
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portion to the Square of the Diſtance from the 
Centre; that 1s, at a ſmall Diſtance, the At- 
traction will be great; at a large Diſtance, ſmall. 
It is by Virtue of this active Principle, or this 
Attraction, that Salt is diſolved and diffuſed in 
Water; for Salt having more Matter in it, Bulk | 
for Bulk, than Water has; the Water attracts 2 
it, or it attracts the Water to it more ſtrongly | 
than the Particles of the Water attract them- 
ſelves; and therefore is it ſuſpended in the Wa- 
ter: Fixt Salts do attract Water ſooner than 
Oil, becauſe Water is heavier than Oil, and Oil 
is lighter than Salt; and therefore the Salt and 
Water attract each other; and this is the Caſe 
m making Soap. Earths and fixt Salts attrack 
the Acid from the Oils, and take off the Em- 
* pyreuma, Fixt Salts, deſtroying all diſſipable 
Bodies from Sand, or attrafting them, and fly- 
ing off into the Air, makes the Sand attract itſelf 
and become Glaſs. But enough of this Property 
in this Pace: There is alſo a repul/ive Force in 
Bodies, by which they refuſe any Union with 
= each other; ſoSteel and Quickſilver don't unite, 
nor does Quickſilver unite with Braſs, without

It is evident to a De- 
monſtration, that tho the Magnitude be finite, 
yet the Number of Parts are infinite: And the 
late Inquiries have made us all agree, that an in- 
finite Series of * Numbers, decreaſing in any Ra- 
tio, may be made equal to a finite Number; 
Diviſibility anſwers to the Number of Parts in 
Bodies, which being infinite, Bodies are infinite- 
ly diviſible. The vaſt Number of Euvia emit- 
ted by ſome Bodies, for a long Continuance of 
Time, whilſt thoſe Bodies are little diminiſhed 
in their Weight thereby, give us a plain and 
complete Idea of how minute Parts, Bodies 
are compounded of, and how prodigiouſly ſmall 'F 
their component Parts muſt be. Volatile Spi- 
rits and Salts, expoſed for a long Time, do ſen- 
fibly emit Euvia; and when all thoſe moya- 7 
ble Parts are exhaled, and the Vehicles are left 
vapid and ſpiritleſs, how little vf their Weight 
do we find diminiſhed ? Bodies, divided into im- 
palpable Powders, bear more Surface, and are bul- 
kier than the ſame Bodies are in groſs; becauſe *# 
Spheres, Cubes, or Solids, decreaſe in a tri- 
plicate, whilſt their Surfaces only decreaſe in 
a duplicate Proportion: Wherefore, whilſt Bo- FF: 
dies upon Diviſion grow very ſmall, their Sur- 

faces will be large; for ſmaller Bodies reſpective- 6 þ 
ly, or with regard to their Contents, have lar- 
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ger Surſaces than great ones, with reſpect to 
their's, as appears by Computation; for whilſt 

the Surface of a Body of 4 Inches Diameter is 
= equal to 16, and its tents to 64; and whilſt. 
the Surface of a Body of 2 Inches Diameter is 
equal to 4 Inches, and its Contents to 8; it fol- 
X lows, that 16 to 64 is only 3, whilſt 4 to 8 is 
2; that is, whilſt a Body in poudering dimi- 
j niſhes in its Largeneſs, it is then greater in its 
Surface than it was in the Lump.

=the Diviſion of mercurius dulcis into any minute 
Farticles, either by waſhing, pulveriſing, or ſub- 
liming it often into Calomel, robs it of its 
Points, or breaks the Figures of the Salts, 
and then we in great Meaſure deſtroy its ſtimu- 


. lating, and conſequently its purgative Quality. 


As all Diviſion is made by ſome Impulſe or Mo- 
tion; we will deſcend to ſome Generals on that 
Head. 


„Mobility is a Power, and Motion is the Exer- 
ciſe of that Power; that is, the former is a Ca- 
pacity to be moved, and the latter is that Capa- 
city reduced into Action: There are three Ways 
of confidering Motion, 1ſt. We regard Motion 
in abſtracto, or metaphyſically, that is, we reflect 
on what Idea can be entertained of Motion; and 
here we conſider upon a Definition of it, which 


. y Philoſophers is thus expreſſed, Motion is rhe 
,. Action of a Body at Reſt, or Exerciſe of a Be- 
ing capable of receiving Motion; and thus ends 
9 


the Metaphyfical Conſideration of Motion, where 
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we conſider its Nature or Efſence only. Second- 


ly, We view Motion Phyſically, or Motion in 


Concreto; and in that Proſpect, we conſider it as 


a Space or a Length run thro', or as a continu- 


al and ſucceſſive Change of Place; and in this we 


take a View of it, as it is, in Nature. Thirdly, 7 


Motion 18 conſidered mathematically, and then 3 


we look on it as menſurable; we reflect on the * 


Quantity of Motion, and this being its moſt uſe- 4 


ful Conſideration, it ought by us to be moſtly 


regarded. The Modes or Affections of this Mo- 


tion are Slowneſs and Swiftneſs. Duration is 
meaſured by Time, and Time by Motion of the 
heavenly Bodies. There are certain general 


Laws of Bodies in Motion, which cannot be 
deduced from the Properties of Bodies them- 

ſelves, and ſuch is centrifugal Motion; for in 
the circular Motion of a Body, the Body on the 7 


Circle would fly of in a Tangent; now this 


Motion does not depend on Gravity, but on the 
vis motrix, Or vis impreſſa. No Determination © 


whatever of Motion, whether in a direct, cir- 3 
cular, or elliptical Line, or under Reſilition, 
can be deemed deducible from Properties con- 
ſtituting Bodies, but from Vmpreſſions commu- 


nicated by ſome Agent. Where there is no 


Reſiſtence, Bodies fall from on high in equal 1 


Times; ſo that a Feather falls aſſoon as Gold: I 
Whatever is moved, is moved by ſome Agent; 
and the moſt general Agents with us, are, In- 


pulſe, Gravity, Fire, and Air By virtue of Moti- 
on rage ee Effluvia from Bodies, they being 
ſpecifically lighter than Air, are preſſed up into 
it, and affect our Organs; and this is the Caſe 3 


SEE: 


of Smells, which ſtrike our Noſtrils and other 
Parts; Hectricity itſelf ariſes from this Foun- 
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dation: It is hardly credible how much Motion 
has to do in Bodies, commonly ſuppos'd the leaſt 
capable of it; for even Ice itſelf, the ſtrongeſt 
Ette&t of Cold, has movable Parts in it; or how 
comes it to pals, that Ice, by being kept, loſes of 
its Weight? The Quantity of Motion is an Eſti- 


mate made from the joint Conſideration of Mat- 


ter in, and Velocity of, a Body. One Sort of Re- 
ſiſtence to Motion is always as the Velocity of 
the moving Body, ceteris paribus: If a Body 
moves in a fluid Medium, ſuch as is the Air or 
Water, it is nearly as the Square of the Velocity, 
but in denſer Mediums, as the Velocity itſelf; 
becauſe as Action and Re-attion are equal, if 


the Moment be greater, the Velocity is greater; 


the Velocity being greater, the Reſiſtence is 
greater; Oppoſition is as the Time, or inverſely as 
the Velocity ; the leſs Time a Body moves in, 
the greater is the Velocity it moves with, and 
the leſs will be the Oppoſition. Centrifugal 
Forces are greater in Proportion to the Quantity 
of Matter in Bodies, if their Velocities be e- 
qual. And hence does it happen, that if two 
Bodies, equal in Bulk and Velocity, but une- 
qual in their Gravity, be propelled or revolved, 
in a Tube full of a Fluid, the more Matter the 
Body has, the further will that be carried; the 
lame do we experience in a Ball and ſmall Shot 
from a Gun; the Ball, with the ſame Degree of 
Impulſe, will be carried much further than the 
ſmall Shot; the Ball is indeed more retarded, 
becauſe Retardation is as the Surfaces of the 
Bodies : But to recompenſe this Sort of Oppo- 
ſition, as it is weightier, and has more Matter 
in it, than the ſmaller ; the ſtrict Reſiſtence is 
conquered according to the Difference of the 
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Quantity of Matter contained, which being con- 
ſiderable, it goes further in Proportion: This 
may be one Reaſon why Mercurials affect the 
Head ſo much. Acceleration of Bodies revol- 
ved, is in Proportion to the Diameter of 
the revolving Body; ſo that there is a greater 
Degree of Velocity in the Extremity of a large 
Circle or Wheel revolving, than there is in 
Points nearer to the Centre; and if the 
Farth moves, it muſt neceſſarily follow, as 
the Commentator on Tacquet, that the Head 
of a Traveller in a Day's Journey makes more 
Way, or moves a greater Pace, than the Feet 
of the ſame, by the whole Stature of the Tra- 
veller, added to the Diameter of the Earth, 
which may contribute to make Travellers giddy 
upon a Journey. Fluids abate in their Degrees 
of Velocity, as they loſe in their Fluidity; for 
Coheſion occaſions a greater Friction, which leſ- 
ſens Motion, and makes it ceaſe. Reſiſtence and 
Gravity are the ſole Cauſes of the C2/ation of 
Motion. | 


THESE are ſome of the many Conſidera- 


tions on Motion; we ſhall in the next Place de- 1 


ſcend to ſome Obſervables on Figurability and the 


Figures of Bodies. As I have all along obſery- 7 
ed, the firſt is the Capacity all Bodies are un 
der to receive any Figure given them, and the 3 


latter is any actual Figure they have. As all Bo- 
dies have ſome Figure, ſo in phyſical Matters, 


Bodies, which affect our Organs in one and the 
lame Manner, have the ſame Figures pretty 
conſtantly: From the various Figures of Bodies 


it happens, that our Palate and Noſtrils feel 


— 


various Taſtes and Smells; and as Bitter, for Ex- ® 
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ample, aſſects our Palate in an univerſal Man- 
ner, in one and the ſame Plant; ſo may we law- 
tully conclude, that this Bitter ariſes from Par- 
ticles in that Plant always alike figured. Mo- 
tion is much aſſiſted by the Figures of Bodies, 
for they will roll or flide according to thoſe 
Figures, which alters the Poßtion of the Cen- 
tres of Gravity in them. Ffom Figures ariſes 
Stimulation or Roſion; and as they may be in- 
finite, their Effects will be ſuch. The Circular 
touch in the feweſt Points, and the Cubical in 
the moſt; the latter occaſions Coheſion, and the 


former, Fluidity. Hence in the Bleod, if the 
Globules be circular, we are healthy, and if 


plain, unhealthy; becauſe in the former Caſe, 
our Blood will be fluid, but in the latter, co- 
heſfive. 


Impenetrability is an eſſential Property of Mat- 
ter, and has no Action; becauſe Matter is ne- 
ver actually penetrated: There is indeed a Re- 
ſemblance of Penetration in many Inſtances, as 
when Fire makes Iron or other Bodies appear to 
be all Fire; but this is only an Entrance into the 
Pores of that Matter, not into the Matter it- 


. ſelf; ſo when Oil of Vitriol is added to Water, 


the Water and Oil are blended, and take upleſs 
Space conjoined, than they would do ſeparately ; 
becauſe the Oil penetrates into the Vacuola or 


little Interſtices left between the globular Parti- 


cles of the Liquor, and fills them up; and in 
like Manner Salts added to Water take up no 
more Room than the Water itſelf does; becauſe 
they enter into thaſe Spatiola, and tlus holds 
good till all the ſmall Spaces are filled up. This is 
yirt Dr. Focke calls indeed a Penetration of Di- 

Ms TY 04 menſions: 
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menſions; but it cannot be term'd a Penetration 
of Matter into Matter, but of Matter into pro- 
per Vacuities. Thus far we have led you thro' 
the eſſential Properties of Bodies, now we will 
ſnew you ſome ſecondary Properties inherent in 


theſe aforeſaid ; namely, we ſhall take a View of 


the Texture, the Order, the Diſtance and the 
Poſition of Bodies, and conſider their Effects 
and Conſequences. 1

THe Texture or Context of a Body ſeems to 
me to be the Reſult of the vaſt Variety of ſe- 
cond Matter, which, as J have ſaid above, is 
not ſymbolical, or, not alike in all Bodies. We 
know by Experience, that a Load-ſtone calcin'd 
loſes its Force of attracting, from the Change of 
its Texture; Cryſtals of Bodies being univocal, 
ſo that Salt, Saltpetre, Salt Gem, Alum, Vitri- 
ol, and ſome others, do always cryſtalliſe into 


their individual Forms and Figures: The Know- 


ledge of the Figures of Cryſtals 1s a pretty ſure 
Criterion of the Textures of theſe nam'd, and 
of all other Salts: For Example, If Salts unite 
into hexagonal Priſms, it is Nitre, if into Pyra- 
mids, it is Sea Salt, if they coaleſce into cubical 
Priſms, it is Salt Gem, if into priſmatical Glebes, 
it is Borax; nay, fo regular are theſe Figures 
in cryſtallifing, that they don't unite confuſedly 
with one another, but each may be fairly diſtin- 
guiſhed by their ſeparate Union, and declared 
of what Kind itis: Hence is it, that Phyſici- 
ans and Chymiſts have been ſo induſtrious about 
the Figures of Bodies, and particularly of all Sa- 
lines. What is ſaid of Cryſtals, is true as to o- 
ther Salts, whoſe Figures we ought to enquire in- 
to, to be able to account for their Actions on 
2 f 1 * human 
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human Bodies. Tt is from a Texture unknown 
to us, that ſome Bodies are elaſtick; and from 
the ſame Cauſe does it happen, that oily Bodies 
unite with their Likes, and that Water unites 


with Salts and it felt; with Salts, becauſe the 


Salts, from their Quantity of Matter contain'd 
in them, attract the Water more ſtrongly, 


than the Water does itſelf; Attraction being, 


as J have ſaid, proportionable to the Quantity 
of Matter; and Water attracts Water, or its 
Like. | 


WIA I I ſhall obſerve next, is, That the 


Order, Relation, Vicinity, Proximity, or proper 
Diſpoſal of Particles with one another, cauſes 
ſome Difference, which we dont know how to ac- 


count for; or, how happens it, that a Load- 
ftone, being ſtrongly ſtruck with a Hammer, 


changes its Pole, but that the Shock and Com- 
preſſion alters the Range of the Particles, and 
produces different Effects; in the ſame Manner 
Silver, well hammer'd, becomes more elaſtical. 


Situation or Poſition does often produce vari- 
ous Effects; ſo that we ſee how Iron, placed in a 


perpendicular Poſture, for a conſiderable Time, 


becomes magnetical : Bodies, which are diapha- 


nous, become opake by pulverifing. If a Sword 


or any Bar of Iron be drawn upon a Magnet, 
and not drawn off without the Sphere of its Ac- 
tivity, it won't attract at all. The phyſical 
Reaſons of theſe Phænomena we know nothing 
of, but this being Fact, we place theſe to Po- 
ſition, | | | | 
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Diſtance or Contact has a great Share in vari- 
_ ous Appearances ;z for it is by this, that our 
Seaſons are hotter or cooler, that Winter and 
Summer regularly circulate ; by this Sailors have 
been taught to wet their Sails to retain the ? 
Wind, that the Pores may be filled up, and no- 
thing ſo thin as Air is may paſs thro*; by this 
Qualities exert themſelves in the fame Propor- 
tion with Diſtances from Centres, that is, in 
a duplicate Ratio to the Diſtances from their 
_ radiating Points, that Heat at the Diſtance of 7 
two Feet, acts as four; at three Feet Diſtance, 7 
as nine; and at four Feet Diſtance, as ſixteen ; 
fo that it is four Times hotter at two Feet Di- 
ſtance from a Fire, than at four Feet Diſtance ; © 
and the fame is faid of Light, Shadows, Co- 
lours, Sounds, and the reſt: From hence it is, 
that in larger Veſſels the Points of Contact are 
fewer than in the Capillaries; and conſequently, _ 
that Medicines, or any Force, act more forci- _ 
bly upon the ſmaller than the larger Veſſels. © 
And as we have no Notion how our Souls a& © 
upon human Bodies, but by its Preſence, we 
may venture to ſay, there muſt be ſome Sort of 
Contact between the Soul and the animal Spirits, 
that makes them act. But as this Expreſſion is 
liable to grievous Objections, becauſe there is 
no Contact but in material Subſtances, and the © 
Soul is ſpiritual; we will rather call this Ef. 
fect, an Indiſtance ſettled at our Creation, by the 
Almighty Power of God, than Contaft, and * 
as there is, between theſe two, ſome ſort of At- 
traction alſo ſettled; we may well enough ac- - 
count for their mutual Actions upon each other; 
and as we cannot even aſſign the phyſical . 4 
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of many of the Principles here named, we may 


well enough allow of this Explication, till a 
better can be found out. 


HAVING thus travelled thro' the Mecha- 
nical Principles, let us take a ſhort View of thoſe 

Principles alſo, which we commonly call Chymi- 
cal; about which there have been for a long 

Time ſo many Diſputes maintained: That there 
are Concretions of ſmall Bodies, which are im- 
mutable, I think is beyond Diſpute. Tis true, 
that Mr. Boyle, in his Sceptical Chymiſt, has en- 
deavoured to deſtroy this Notion; he has not in- 
deed ſettled any new ones, and I'm ſure he is far 
from having deſtroyed the old, contrary to Dr. 

Friend's Sentiments, who ſays he has. There ſure 
is a certain Number of Claſſes, under which all 


. Bodies may be ranged, that is, all Bodies may 


be divided into four Forms or Setts of Cor- 
puſcles, each of which has, for the moſt part, 
a determinate Number of mechanical Properties 
attending it; and as each Property of theſe 
Corpuſcles acts in a determinate Manner, we 
ſay that ſuch a Drugg ot ſuch a Form, contain- 
ing ſuch a Number of certain and uſual mecha- 
nical Properties, acts generally alike, or univo- 
cally; and if any ſuch Individual ſhould have 
more or fewer of theſe Properties than another 
of the fame Form, or ſhould be more or leſs 
concentred than another, then that Drugg may 
be called more or lets ſpecifical in certain Caſes. 
To illuſtrate this Matter, we will take into our 
Conſideration ſome few Inſtances drawn from 
Experiments, It is a known Truth, that Acids 
do generally coagulate the Blood; however, 
that there are ſome acid Spirits fo weak, that 
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ways ſo homogeneal, but that they have other 


they will not have this Effe&, is certain; let us il 
then ſee why any one Acid ſhould fail of doing 
ſo: As theſe Corpuſcles or Principles are not al- 


Particles joined to them, ſome having too 
much Water blended with them, others being 
mixed with fixed Salts, theſe cannot produce the 
Effects we ſpeak of: This is the Caſe with Vine- * 
gar and its Spirit; neither of which will coagu- 


late the Blood, till we have reduced them to a a 


pure Acid, and have ſeparated both the Water 
and the fixed Salt, with which they are joined, 
and which they have attracted, and then they 
will act univocally with others of that Tribe; 
for one Ounce of Vinegar does not contain a- 
bove eighteen Grains of Acid in it; that is, the 
Proportion of the Acid to the other Particles 
contained, is only as one to 26 *#, or nearly as 
one to twenty ſeven: As there are various De- 
grees of Coagulation, Vinegar then has no other 
Effect upon our Juices, than to arreſt the Cir- 
culation a little, and to cool us, or to ſpeak in 
more modern Terms, than gently to attract 
the Oils in the Blood, by their Points to enter 
into the Pores of the flexile Particles of theſe 
Oils, to change their ſpherical Figure into Re- 
miſpheres, and into cubical or other plainer * 
Sur faces, to encreaſe thereby the Blood's Co- 
heſion, to deſtroy the Elaſticity of its Globules, 
and thus to deſtroy its Fluidity, and conſequent? 
ly its Velocity, and therefore its Attrition or 
Heat, that is, to cool us, as has already been 


ſaid.

Calcination is an Effect of Heat, that renders 

Bodies abſolutely heavier, but ſpecifically light- 
er; it is an imperfect Vitrification : In it the 
Fire enters, and fills up the vacant Spaces with 
many Particles, rendering the Bodies heavier, 
but lighter ſpecifically. 


Vilrification is alſo an Effect of Heat; it is a 
perfect Calcination; in it the Fire paſſes freely 
thro' the Bodies, and exhales every Particle 
that is capable to be rarefy' d, and leaves none 
fave the heavieſt: So that in Vitrification Bo- 
dies grow ſpecifically heavier, by being made 
homogeneal, from the Exhalation of all light- 
er Bodies and Denſation. 


IT ought to be no Wonder, that 7ce is rarefy'd 
Mater, ſince the Spring of the Air in the Water 
unbends itſelf, and expands the Water, and the 
Solids in the Water change their Figure, and

whole Mais: How ſuch Particles enter, and 
how the Air unbends it ſelf, ſo as to become 
no further elaſtick, I ſhall not now diſpute.

any other: From Bodies thus corroſive, we 
ſuffer Corroſions and Solutions of Continuity in 
our Bones and fleſhy Parts, and alſo in the fibrous 
Parts of the Blood; and if theſe be ſuch in a ſmall 
Degree, they only ſlimulate our Fibres. It ought 
to be obſerved, that in every Stimulation, the 
Fibres are corrugated, criſpated, and ſhortened; 
Titillation is the loweſt, and Pain or ſtrong Ir- 
ritation is the higheſt Degree of Stimulation; 
for when it runs higher, it amounts to Corro- 
ſion. All Stimuli act, 1. by their Figures, and the 
more acute Angles any Body has, it may be 
driven the further into an Interſtice of a Fibre 
by any Impulſe; 2. by their Solidity, for the more 
Matter there is in any Particle, it is carried 
the further into any Obſtacle, and therefore ei- 
ther into the Sides or Extremities of any Veſſel, 
by any Force; 3. by their Conta, for the nearer 
any Bodies approach to another, they ſtick the 
cloſer to any Obſtacle. Laſtly, The Capacity 
of the Veſſel is a helping Cauſe; for the ſmal- 
ler any Veſſel is, in which a Stimulus reſides, 
or is moved, the oftner will this Stimulus ſtrike 
againſt its Sides, and more certainly produce its 
Effects; and hence is the Reaſon known, how 
Aſtringents, for Example, ſhut up or contract 
the Mouths of the ſmall Veſſels ſo eſſectually, 
when perhaps the larger ones receive little Ad- 
vantage or Damage from them; for as the Con- 
tacts of the criſpating or ſtimulating Medicine 
are moſtly exerted on the Capillaries, their 
Force is firſt felt there : Acerbs, in a ſmall De- 
gree, criſpate; in a greater, they corrode; as 
appears in Mercurials z the weakeſt of Wu 
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will conſtringe the Fibres, and the ſtrongeſt will 
corrode them. 


THE Elaſticity of a Fibre, by which it re- 
coiles and criſpates to any Degree aſter its for- 
cible Dilatation, or upon Stimulations, is the 
Cauſe of many Phenomena in Nature. In us it 
is diminiſhed, or encreaſed; by its Diminution, 
our Blood ceaſes to move forward; and by 


its Encreaſe, the Veſſels are ſtraitned, and the 


Blood's Circulation is alſo diſturbed. Glaſs it- 


. ſelf, like our Fibres, contracts by Coldneſs, 


and dilates by Heat, and both compreſs the 
Liquors contained thereby; and many Diſor- 
ders ariſe from either, but Health is preſerved 
by a due Degree of it: It ariſes from Motion 
= implanted in a Fibre, after it is ſtretched to its 
full Pitch: It is a Property implanted by the Al- 
mighty in a Fibre, of which we can give no 
Account, but we know it is preſerved by Sti- 
> mulation, by Cold externally, or hot Medi- 
coines internally, by Abſorption of exceſſive 


Humidity, with moderate Fire, or Abſorbents; 


© by an external Body equally compreſſing, viz. by 
= Immerſion in Water, and by taking of an in- 
© ternal Weight with Diſcharges (by Bleeding, Ca- 
tharticks, Sc.), and the Fibres become too rigid

Colours depend on a various Refleftibility or 
Refrangibility, which does not depend on a va- 
rious Modification of Light, but on an innate 
Quality in the reflecting Body, produced by va- 
rious Coheſions, occaſioned chiefly from the 
Combinations of Salts and Sulphurs, as will be 
ſhewn by various Experiments in the Lectures. 
To give one Inſtance of the Truth of this Aſ- 
ſertion, whenever a Body loſes its Tafte and 
Smell, the Colour of that Body fades; and to 
convince us, that what occaſions Colours is moſt 
frequently groſs, is, that Colours ſeldom do 
mount from the coloured Bodies in Diſtillation. 
Tranſparency is a Tranſmiſſion of Light, which 
depends upon ſuch a Poſition of Particles in a 
Body, as that its Pores are penetrated in a direct 
Line, and are large enough to permit Light to 
paſs thro'; for if we change the Poſition of ſuch 
a Body by poudering it, the Body then becomes

Sound is a Percuſſion of the Air and its Vi- 
bration, which is fo great as ſometimes to ſhake 
wooden Seats; for as it is obſerved, Organs 
will make the Seats in Churches tremble, and 
make our Fibres alſo vibrate.  _ 


Filtration, is when Bodies are preſſed thro Þ 
ſmall Pores by their proper Gravity: But in! 
Filtrations there is an odd Phenomenon, which 


we Jhall explain: A wet Body will aſcend a 


great Way above its Level ints Filtres; becauſe : 
in ſmall Tubes Water aſcends always above 


its 
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its Level, from the Attraction of the Periphery 
of the Top of the Tube; for this Aſcent 
does not happen in larger ones. 


HA vINd briefly run thro' moſt of the active 
Qualities, we now come to conſider the paſſive 
ones, or ſuch as depend on a Reſt of their 
Parts and Effects, denoting an Incapacity of 


- 


Motion, in various Degrees. 


AM ONG the firſt Qualities, that are mo- 
dal or paſſive, we ſhall reckon 


Cold, which depends on ſomewhat entering 


into Bodies, and arreſting their Motion, oc- 
caſions Cryſtals to attract each other, and all 


other Coaleſcences; for as Heat diſfipates 
Bodies, and encreaſes their Diſtances from each 
other, and removes them from their Spheres 
of Attraction, Cold leaving Bodies without 
any Impulſe on them, they then act at Leiſure 
by their attractive Forces, and do run into 
Coalitions, and all the little Maſſes do run in- 
to one large Body. No Wonder therefore, 
that in very cold Seaſons, where the Cold ren- 


ders our Fibres rigid, and conſequently im- 


movable; and where alſo the Fluids are arre- 


ſted in their inteſtine as well as their progreſſiyve 


Motions, the Blood ſhould, by ſtopping in the 
extreme Parts, for Want of the ſyſtaltick Mo- 
tion of our Veſſels and Siphons, and by run- 
ning into large Concretions, which bung up 
the Capillaries, produce Obſtructions, Tumors 


and Gangrenes, which ſo frequently happen. 
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Siccity depends upon a Coheſion, from the 
Figure of the Parts of Bodies, and upon a 
Groſſneſs of theſe Parts, and all this upon 
an Evaporation of the fluid Parts of a Body. 


Humidity does not depend on Motion, but 


on a looſe Texture, on the Smalneſs of the 


component Parts, and on a ſpherical Figure: 
It differs from Fluidity in Attraction only; 
for Bodies, to be fluid, muſt be globular, and 
muſt not cohere ſtrongly. All very humid Bo- 


dies are fluid, but all Fluids are not humid, 


Humidity then depends on ſome Coheſion or 
Attraction, and is a relative Thing, depending 
on a Power of penetrating and wetting Bo- 


dies; Quickſilver is a wetting Fluid, with re- 
ſpect to Gold, Silver, Lead, and fome other 


Bodies to which it adheres, but it is a dry 
Fluid, with reſpect to our Skin. 


AM ON d the ſecond, paſſive, Qualities are 


to be ranged 


Flixitꝭ, which depends on a great Gravity, a 
Figure unfit for Motion, a firm Coheſion and 
a Groſſneſs of component Parts, is not proper 


for many Animals; where indeed there is a 


ſpare Diet made Uſe of, and the Pores are 


framed properly, a Mixture of this and Vo- 


latility conduces much to Longævity. Fixt 


Salts, Earths, Acids, Aſtringents, Sc, are fixt 
Bodies. 


Corroſibility, or the Aptitude to be diſſol- 


ved, depends on Pores ſufficiently large to ad- 
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mit of acute and cutting Figures into them, 


and on a lax Texture of Bodies. Metals, Fleſh, 


and whatever is corroded, muſt readily yield 
to the Impulſe of cutting Bodies. 


AMONG the paſſive, ſenſible, Qualities, 
theſe following are placed. ths 


Opacity depends on the Poſition and Figure 
of Parts; for where little Corpuſcles are ſo 
placed as to hinder the dire& Entrance of the 
Rays and their Tranſmiſſion, they are bu- 


ried in the Surface, and are not ſent thro? the 
Body. ” 2 


Flexility or Ductility, or Tenacity of a Body, 
depends on the Figure and Texture of the 
component Parts of a Body. Its Figure is 
ſuppoſed to be long, and its Texture looſe. In 
this Quality there is much Surface and Con- 
tact join'd to a ſmall Quantity of Matter; fo 
that tho' the Figure is eafily changeable by 


Treaſon of the Flexility, and little Reſiſtenco 


from Matter; yet, as the Bodies touch in ma- 
ny Points, they are ſcarce ſeparable. Dilata- 
bility is another Term for the fame Qua- 


lity. . 


Fragility or Brittleneſ5 depends on a looſe 


Texture and ſlight Contact; and the more ſo- 


lid are the component Parts, with reſpect to 
their Sur faces, Bodies will be the harder, and 


more brittle. 


Laxity, Elongation, Tenſion, depend upon 
Flexility; and our Veſſels are not dongated 
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without ſome external Force; as by Contracti- 
lity and Elaſticity our Fibres are curled or 
ſtrung up to a determinate Pitch, by this 
Quality they are lengthened and widened, that 
is, both the circular and longitudinal Pores in 
Veſſels are elongated; by which Mechaniſm, 
the Fluids have- more Space to move in. 

don't know any Rationale that fatisfies me 
how Bodies applied do elongate Fibres, un- 
leſs by atting on the Fibres themſelves, and 
all we know of this is by Experience; v. g. 
we know that humid Bodies, moderate Heat, 
Oils and Weights do elongate a Fibre, and 


we know the Effects of this Elongation; and 


this is all we do know of this Matter. 


Hardneſs depends on a firm Texture and 
Attraction of heavy Solids, and on plain Sur- 
faces; ſo Solids under ſtrong Contacts are hard 
Bodies. Solidity and Firmneſs have the ſame 
Cauſes: Bodies that are ſoft upon Compreſ-

whence being large, coheſive and light, they 
are retarded according to their Surface and 
Figure, and do reſiſt or puſh againſt any Ob- 
ſtacle, but weakly, by reaſon of the little Matter 
in them. As all Motion 1s proportionable to 
the Quantity of Matter in, and the Velocity 
of both, and all being reſpe&ively {mall or un- 


fit for Motion, ſuch Bodies move ſlowly along: 


Hence is it that muc9us Decoctions, ſuch as 
Barley Water, Decoctions of Althæa, Decocti- 
ons or the Syrup of Althæa, and the like: 
Hence is it that Gellies of Hartſhorn, of 
Calves Feet, and ſuch like, do nouriſh and 
cool us, becauſe, being coheſive and large, 
they rub every where, and cling every where, 
as well as to each other; and being light, 
they are ſtrongly reſiſted, and therefore move 
weakly on, that is, they nouriſh by dropping 
their Particles every where, and cool us, b 

being too weakly hurried on in our Veſſels. 


/ Oblitu- 
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Obtuſion fignifies a Sheathing of a ſharp- 
pointed Body, and it denotes a Softneſs and 
Poroſity in the obtunding, and a Hardneſs and 
Pointedneſs in the Body, to be obtunded. 


Mixture denotes a Vicinity or Juxta-poſi- 
tion in Bodies; and if it be clear, then it de- 
notes a very near Poſition of the Particles ; 
but if muddy, a Diſunion of them, which will 
at laſt precipitate. 


Abſorption is a Reception of humid Particles 
into Vacuities and Pores, and this Admiſſion 
1s proportionable to the Largeneſs of the Dia-

HAVING thus deſcended to moſt Parti- 
culars concerning Qualities, we will now pro- 
ceed to take a curſory View of our Solids, 
Fluids, and their Properties, as alſo of our 
Ideas and Perceptions; after which we ſhall 
more readily conceive, how the aforeſaid Qua- 
lities take Place in us, and how material or 
ſpiritual Helps do us Good or Harm. 


WHILST the Juices are carried through 
Channels, they are ſubje& to a vaſt Number 
of Misfortunes and Prejudices; for if the Flu- 
ids ſhould by any Chance be rarefied to any 
great Degree, each 'Tube is too much dilated;

dered more elaſiizck, or more rigid, and the 
may be pricked, or corroded, and diſſolved; or if 
the Fluids be too coheſive, by their ſlow Motion, 
and their large Surfaces, they cling cloſe to the 
Veſſels. Our Fluids circulating in theſe Ve 
ſels, do receive Impreſſions and Impulſes from 
the various Contractions of them; and as the 
are circulated by the Pulſation of the Heart, 
we ought to know what will maintain this Sy- 
ſtole and Diaſtole, that is, what will promote 
the Circulation; for whatever takes off the Re- 
ſiſtences, whateves reſtores the Influx of Blood 
= and Spirits, whatever keeps the Veſſels flexile, 
and maintains a due contractile Force, promotes 
and maintains, or Teſtores, this progreſſive Mo- 
= tion. If our Juices abound, the Solids are in- 
jured by their too great Dilatation: If they 
are diminiſhed, the Solids grow rigid, or are 
not ſtimulated enough, and then the Fluids 
cohere: If they be too fharp-pointed, they 
diſſolve the Solids: If they abound with Wa- 
ter, the Particles that would attract each other 
are kept at a Diſtance, and the Veſſels are 
too meekly ſtimulated, then the Fluids coaleſce, 
or ſubſide, our Heat abates, and Secretions are 
irregularly performed: If they abound with 
various Salts, theſe by the Contractions of our 
Veſſels are ſent forward, whilft they are hur- 
Led on, there happen various and frequent Oc- 
5 8 cFurſiong 
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curſions with others, they attract each other, 
and produce various Changes, according to the 
mechanick Principles in each, and raiſe either 
Commotions, Rarefactions, Attenuations, Eva- 
porations, and Solutions, or produce Incraſſa- 
tions, Denſations, Coagulations, and Coheſions, 
and a {low Circulation; for where Bodies have 
in them but little Matter and large Surfaces, 
under Contact, ſuch Bodies are carried for- 
ward in the Veſſels but ſlowly, becauſe the 
Velocity is leſſened by Friction, and Reſiſten- 
ces, for want of Matter, encreaſe. 


THESE are the chief Prejudices that our 
Solids and Fluids receive. I have forbore to 
mention how Medicines can a& upon Bodies 
extraneous to our Solids, that is, upon Stones, 
Worms, and all Things which have only a 
fmall Relation to our Solids; tho' to effect any 
great Matter in theſe, we muſt employ Me- 
dicines affecting each, or we muſt make Uſe of

| Solids, or to benumb them, and our Spirits 
are detained at its Nod, as effectually as Iron 
is attracted by the Load-ſtone; and theſe are 
Facts, whoſe Manners of operating we are 
equally ignorant of; Joy and all ſudden Paſ- 
 fions haſten forward the Circulation, whilſt 
Sorrow retards it.

HAVING taken a View of what paſſes 
within us, we ſhall now deſcend to ſome few

* Whether theſe be really Principles or Elements, it is 
not worth our While to diſpute 3 for by Analyſis with 
Fire, or a natural Separation, Bodies are obſerv'd to be 
divided into five ſeveral Claſſes; and each Claſs has con- 
ſtant and regular Properties belonging to it, which each 
Individual of that Claſs is obſery*d to enjoy, ſaving ſome 
few of that Kind: We are, therefore, no way ſolicitous, 
how much further theſe Bodies may be divided, or into 
what other Particles they may be ſeparated ; ſince it is 
not afirm'd, that Principles are ever homogeneal; only 
this may with Truth be aſſerted, that how much ſoever 
of any other Principle, any Body is diſcover'd to contain, 
ſo far that Principle is not homogeneal ; if, for Example, 
according to Mr. Boyle, Oils of Anniſeeds, Amber, or 
Turpentine being often diſtill'd, are obſerv'd to give out 
an Earthy Powder, a Phlegm, a Spiritucus Subſtance, a dry 
Salt, and an Ar:d diſſolving Coral; we only conclude, 
that ſuch an Oil is not homogeneal, and that, therefore, 
it contains all the five Principles in it in certain Propor- 
tions; and the more this Ratz) is diſcoyer'd by Induſtry, 
the better ſhall we be enabled to judge of its Effects: For
